Seining For. Catfish 
Not Detrimental, 
To Sport Fishing; 


* 

The State Game and Fyésh 
Water Commission, through 
John F. Dequine, its biologist, 
has made a report to the Com- 
mission, on the results of the 
past year's experiment in rela- 
tion to lake fishing, under su- 
pervised seining projects. While 
the report is quite favorable 
to the contentions of the Com- 
mercial fishermen, the plan will 
be continued for an additional | 
year, to establish definite ‘re- 
sults. The report states that thé 
taking of cat fish has not ma- 
terially effected the volume of 
game fish in the lake, which 
are open for taking by sports| 
fishing. 

This study is made by having 
a biologist present when each 
of these crews, operating under 
state permits, make a haul. The 
fish are separated, game fish 
being returned to the water, 
predatory fish destroyed and 
the fishermen being allowed to 
keep the catfish for sale. Close 
check is kept of the take of 
each type of fish in each haul. 

Dequine contended that it is 
economically posible for fisher- 
men to make a living from the 
supervised operation reporting 
that 39 fishermen in Lake Okee- 
chobee received $126,000 for 
fish caught from July 1948 to 
July 1949 while 111 fishermen 
in the St. Johns River made 
$187,000 in the same period. 
Taking these figures as correct 
the Lake @keechobee fishermen 
averaged almost $3,500 each or 
more than twice’ the amount 
averaged by the St. John sein- 
ers. 

Dequine reccommended that 
enforcement efforts be in- 
ed in the St. Johns River 
id that enforcement in the 

echobee area is “adequate.” 
He also recommended th 
Fisheating Creek and Kissim- 
mee River be closed to all types 
of commercial fishing except 
trot lines and that netting pro- 
ceed under close regulation by 
the state game and fish com- 
mission.
